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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-31 are currently pending and are addressed herein. 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

1) siRNA that either comprises ribonucleotides or no ribonucleotides (see claims 2-3). 

2a) siRNA that either comprise two separate strands or two strands connected by a linker 
(claims 9-10). 

2b) Should applicants elect the species comprising a linker, further election of a 
single species of linker, either polynucleotide or non-polynucleotide, is required 
(claims 11-12). 

3) siRNAs wherein the sense strand comprises either 2'-OMe pyrimidines or 2'-Deoxy- 
2'-fluoro pyrimidines (claims 13, 15). 

4) siRNAs wherein the antisense strand comprises either 2'-OMe purines or 2'-deoxy 
purines (claims 19-20). 

5) siRNA that comprises a cap at either the 5' end, 3' end, or both the 5' and 3' ends (claim 
16). 

6) siRNA that comprises either a phosphorothioate linkage or glycerol modification at the 
3 'end (claims 21-22). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
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argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.

2. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT

species because the claimed species are well known modifications of siRNAs. It is noted that in 
order for a technical feature to meet the requirements of a "special" technical feature, it must 
make a contribution over the prior art (see PCT Rule 13.1-13.2). It is also noted that the 
International Search Report (ISR) indicated that none of the claims make a contribution over the 
prior art, as evidenced by the "Y" references cited against the claims. Thus, there is no "special" 
technical feature linking the different categories.
